Vote  of  U.S.  Senate  Shelves 
St.  Lawrence  Water- 
ways Treaty 

WASHINGTON,  March  14  (CP). 
—  The  St.  Lawhence  Waterway 
Treaty,  negotiated  by  the  govern- 
ments of  ex-President  Herbert 
Hoover  and  Prime  Minister  R.  B. 
Bennett.  In  its  present  form  was 
a  dead  issue,  tonight,  as  far  as  the 
United  States  8enate  was  concerned. 
The  Senate,  by  u  vote  of:  For  rat- 
ification 46.  against  42,  today  re- 
fused to  ratify  the  treaty.  The  vote 
was  more  than  a  down  short  of  the 
two-thirds  necessary  to  ratify  the 
treaty  and  place  its  fate  in  the 
hands  of  the  Canadian  Parliament, 
win    1 1<  i    \  i .  \  i  \ 

At  the  White  House,  even  as 
President  Roosevelt  admitted  the 
rejection  of  his  request  for  ratifi- 
cation, he  Intimated  he  would  re- 
introduce the  measure  In  some  form. 

Rejection  by  the  United  States 
Senate,  today,  definitely  shelved  the 
pact  for  the  time  being.  The  Sen- 
ate alone  has  power  to  ratify  a 
treaty  with  a  foreign  power.  The 
House  of  Representatives  has  no 
constitutional  responsibility  in  this 
respect  The  Administration's  at- 
titude was  expressed  as  being  "as 
.sure  as  death"  a  St.  Lawrence  sea- 
way would  be  built.  Mr.  Roosevelt 
himself  expressed  apprehension  that 
failure  of  the  Senate  to  ratify  would 
place  the  canal  entirely  under  Ca- 
nadian control. 

OPPOSITION'S  REASONS 

In  the  coure  of  debate,  Senators 
from  various  states  endeavored  to 
show  the  proposal  to  build  the  sea- 
way, in  view  of  changing  export 
conditions,  was  unsound  economic- 
ally; that  the  rights  of  the  United

SHIP  liKtlUNUS 
IN  HEAVY  FOG 

Wireless  Operator  Attempts 
to  Warn  Freighter  of 
Imminent  Danger 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  March  14 
(AP).— Slipping  through  a  heavy 
fog.  the  Norwegian  freighter  Tai 
Yin  nosed  onto  a  sandy  spit  at 
Point  Reyes,  about  thirty  miles 
north  of  here,  today,  as  a  coast- 
guard wireless  operator  attempted 
to  flash  a  warning. 

The  ship,  a  6.744-ton  vessel,  was 
reported  tightly  wedged  In  the  sand 
Jaws  of  the  spit,  but  shipping  men 
said  the  crew  of  forty  men  and 
five  or  six  passengers  aboard  were 
not  In  danger. 

Chief  Radioman  E.  T.  Cole,  on 
duty  at  the  Point  Reyes  radio 
compass  station,  saw  the  vessel 
looming  through  the  fog  and  at- 
tempted to  notify  the  craft's  wire- 
less operator  As  he  frantically 
pounded  the  key.  the  freighter  sud- 
denly lifted  out  of  the  water,  about 
100  yards  off  shore,  and  ran  hard 
aground  on  the  sand. 

SHIP  NOT  IN  DANCES 

The  coastguard  said  the  ship  was 
not  In  danger  from  rocks,  and  that, 
with  a  five-mile  wind  blowing,  she 
was  not  being  pounded  by  seas.  It 
had  not  lfsted,  though  breakers  were 
rolling  between  her  and  the  shore. 

Captain  Eric  BJonness.  master  of 
the  Tai  Yin,  which  was  en  route 
from  Yokohama  to  San  Francisco, 
notified  agents  for  his  company, 
here,  of  the  vessel's  plight,  and  two 
tugs,  one  with  full  salvaging  equip- 
ment, were  sent  to  the  scene  Efforts 
to  pull  the  ship  free  are  expected 
to  be  made  during  high  tl8e 

Two  coastguard  boats  were  re- 
ported standing  by  and  a  breeches 
buoy  equipment  was  rigged  on  the 
beach,  but  no  signal  had 
to  shoot  a  line  aboard

OTTAWA.  March  14  (CP). -The 
Parllameat  of  Canada  will  not  be 
called  upon  to  deal  with  the  St. 
Lawrence  Waterway  Treaty  this 
season  now  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate has  declined  to  ratify  It. 

This  Is  the  generally  accepted 
view  in  official  circles  here  tonight. 
Premier  R.  B.  Bennett  will  likely 
make  a  statement  in  the  House  of 
Commons  within  a  day  or  two,  and 
pending  that,  no  indication  of  the 
Government's  reaction  to  the  de- 
cision of  the  United  States  Senate 
will  be  available.

In  1895  Japan  warred  with  China, 
won  and  wrested  from  the  Chinese 
the  Korean  Peninsula,  the  Island  of 
Formosa,  and  endeavored  to  secure 
certain  railway  and  natural  re- 
sources rights  In  Manchuria.  In  this 
latter  attempt.  Japan  was  frustrated 
by  Russia,  which  secured  the  sup- 
port of  France  and  Germany.  Then 
Russia,  two  years  later,  secured  the 
concession  in  Manchuria  that  had 
been  sought  by  Japan.  Through  this 
was  brought  Into  being  the  Chinese 
and  Eastern  Railway. 

This  rankled  in  the  breasts  of 
the  Japanese,  who.  In  1905.  sought 
to  avenge  themselves,  and  by  their 
victory  over  the  Russians,  secured 
Port  Arthur,  at  the  southern  Up 
cf  Manchuria. 

Then  In  1915,  when  the  rest  of 
the  world  was  harrassed  ,with  the 
great  conflict  that  was  to  end  all 
wars,  Japan  laid  down  her  twenty- 
one  demands  to  China.  Including 
the  relinquishing  by  China  of  all 
sovereign  rights  over  Manchuria. 
China,  however,  never  looked  upon 
this   treaty   as   a   legitimate  one

What  one  must  realize,  he  said, 
with  respect  to  the  League  and  Its 
handling  of  the  Manchurian  situa- 
tion, was  not  that  there  was  a  lack 
of  machinery  to  enforce  the  treaties 
that  were  broken,  but  a  lack  of  de- 
termination or  the  will  to  enforce 
the  covenant.  It  Is  this  deficiency 
that  must  be  done  away  wit".  If 
peace  is  to  be  achieved,  the  speaker 
concluded.

The  recent  decision  of  the  Fraser  Valley  elec- 
torate to  continue  the  regional  library  facilities 
that  have  been  In  operation  in  that  area  for  the 
past  four  years  raises  the  Inquiry  as  to  a  similar 
project  for  the  Up-Island  area  of  Vancouver  Is- 
land. The  Fraser  Valley  library  was  launched 
on  February  1,  1930,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Provincial  Library  Commission  through  the  as- 
sistance of  the  tjtrnegfo  Library  Fund.  A  stock 
of  22,000  volumes  has  been  built  up,  some  715,000 
books  have  been  circulated  and  18,500  members 
have  been  registered,  exclusive  of  schools.  A 
traveling  van  carrying  several  thousand  books 
visits  fifty-eight  stopping  places,  covering  the 
field  from  Ladner  to  Hope.  There  are  also 
branch  libraries  and  distributing  agencies  by 
means  of  which  about  250,000  books  are  brought 
yearly  into  10,000  homes. 

The  assistance  of  the  Carnegie  fund  expires 
next  August.  So  successful  has  the  demonstra- 
tion been  that  various  voting  units  at  a  plebiscite 
taken  in  January  of  this  year,  authorized,  with 
the  exception  of  two  municipalities,  the  continu- 
ance of  the  union  library  by  means  of  taxation 
as  provided  for  in  the  Act.  The  moneys  required 
will  be  chargeable,  according  to  the  Act,  to  the 
respective  municipalities  and  rural  school  dis- 
tricts in  the  ratio  of  their  respective  assessments 
or  in  the  ratio  of  their  respective  populations. 
The  Fraser  Valley  people  have  evidently  come  to 
think  of  books  and  magazines  as  one  of  the  ne- 
cessities for  which  they  are  prepared  to  pay. 

With  this  stimulating  example  before  them, 
the  people  of  some  sections  of  Vancouver  Island 
might  well  consider  the  adoption  of  a  similar 
union  library  plan.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  library  centres  at  Port  Albernl.  Courtenay, 
Cumberland.  Nanaimo,  Duncan  and  Shawnlgan! 
These  have  been  a  boon  to  their  respective  com- 
munities. The  most  zealous  promoters  of  the 
present  libraries  deplore,  however,  their  limita- 
tions, one  of  which  Is  that  large  sections  of  the 
population  are  shut  off  from  the  general  use  of 
good  reading.  The  pooling  of  the  present  stock 
of  books  and  a  levy  for  maintenance  with  new 
books  provided  would  enr' le  every  last  school 
district  to  be  supplied  by  means  of  the  van  sys- 
tem with  reading  now  enjoyed  by  those  at  the 
larger  centres. 

It  is  computed  that  such  a  union  library  might 
start  with  about  12,000  volumes,  a  reasonably 
good  quota  for  a  beginning.

In  the  second  John 
Ruslcln,  who  was  not  an  education- 
ist by  profession,  but  an  instructor 
on  the  subjects  of  art  and  litera- 
ture, expressed  his  views  on  the 
same  subject.  We  suppose  no  one 
will  question  the  qualifications  of 
the  two  great  authorities  to  give 
expositions  on  the  subject  of  what 
constitutes  a  true  education.  Mr 
Wilson  undoubtedly  was  familiar 
with  the  atmosphere  of  universities, 
and  yet  he  says  he  never  heard  the 
great  voice  of  America  there. 
«     •  » 

A  great  change  seems  to  have 
come  over  the  spirit  of  the  Amer- 
ican universities.  America  appears 
to  have  found  Its  voice,  for  the  pro- 
fessors of  the  universities  have 
undertaken  the  task  of  Interpreting 
the  voices  of  the  'people  to  the 
President.  The  learned  professors 
are  speaking  with  the  voices  of  the 
woods,  the  farms  and  the  factories 
and  the  mills,  and  are  trying  to  ef- 
fect a  complete  and  startling  revo- 
lution in  the  manner  of  conducting 
the  industries  of  the  country. 

•  •  • 

One  very  recent  event  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  United  States  seems  to 
have  demonstrated  that  a  complete 
academic  education  docs  not  neces- 
sarily qualify  anybody  or  everybody 
for  the  satisfactory  discharge  of  the 
duties  appertaining  to  the  affairs 
of  a  country.  For  reasons  that  were 
perfectly  Justifiable  the  President 
cancelled  all  air  mall  contracts 
after  being  assured  by  the  chiefs  of 
his  air  forces  that  the  army  was 
perfectly  competent  to  fulfil  the 
terms  of  the  air  mail  contracts. 
Notwithstanding  this  confident  as- 
surance, so  many  officers  of  the 
flying  corps  were  killed  In  accidents 
w.thm  the  compass  of  a  few  days 
that  Mr.  Roosevelt  issued  a  com- 
mand which  was  quite  as  hasty  as 
his  cancellation  order. 

/  •  •  • 
The  officers  who  failed  had  no 
doubt  had  a  complete  academic 
education  In  handling  machines 
and  In  aerial  navigation,  but  they 
evidently  had  had  no  practical  ex- 
perience In  air  navigation  under  all 
conditions,  so  that  when  they  en- 
countered kinds  of  weather  which 
were  unusual  and  had  never  tested 
their  capacity  In  army  manoeuvres 
the  results  were  disastrous  and  a 
shock  to  the  sensibilities  of  the 
President  and  to  the  minds  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States.  The 
result  Is  that  Mr.  Roosevelt  has  lost 
not  only  a  number  of  men  whose 
lives  were  valuable,  but  entire  con- 
fidence In  the  personnel  of  the 
flying  force— and  has  asked  the 
natural  question:  If  you  failed  me 
In  times  of  peace,  could  any  con- 
fidence be  placed  In  you  in  times 
of  war?

In  all  parts  of  the  world  today 
nations  are  facing  and  discussing 
problems  in  education.  There  are 
many  theories  about  education, 
some  of  them  being  somewhat  fan- 
tastic; but  the  vital  question  Is  be- 
ing asked,  what  constitutes  a  true 
education?  Mr  Wilson  as  president 
of  a  university  declared  that  a  lib- 
eral education  In  the  full  accepta- 
tion of  the  term  could  not  be  ob- 
tained In  an  academy.  He  declared 
In  effect  there  was  a  clanger  that  a 
course  In  a  university  was  more 
likely  to  unfit  a  student  for  the 
practical  affairs  of  his  life  than 
equip  him  for  the  duties  of  a  useful 
cltlaen.

Council    Seeking    Amendment  to 
Zoning   By-Law   to   Allow  In-

It  Is  probable  a  brewery  will  be 
established  in  Esquimau  as  an 
amendment  to  the  zoning  bv-law 
of  the  municipality  Is  called  for 
in  an  advertisement  setting  forth 
that  the  present  residential  section 
embracing  Head  Street  be  changed 
to  an  industrial  zone,  allowing  the 
erection  of  brewery.

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That  famous  courtesan,  Madame 
du  Barry,  who  kept  King  Louis  XV 
under  her  thumb  for  years,  often 
wore  a  white  wig  over  her  own 
lovely  tresses.  In  those  days,  silvery- 
white  locks  were  considered  very 
beautiful.  And  on  all  state  occas- 
ions the  court  belles  always  wore 
powdered  or  silvery  wigs. 

In  this  day  and  age,  however, 
most  women  feel  that  the  first  ap- 
pearance of  a  silver  thread  among 
the  gold  means  the  end  of  youth 
and  romance.  And  consequently, 
they  do  all  sorts  of  foolish  things 
In  order  to  conceal  their  greying 
locks.  For  in  their  minds,  they 
think  that  such  hair  makes  them 
appear  older  than  they  really  are. 
And  no  woman  ever  relishes  look- 
ing old. 

Grey  hair  Isn't  really  aging  In 
Itself,  however  But  to  prove  youth- 
ful looking,  there  are  three  things 
that  are  essential.  First,  the  proper 
colors  must  be  worn  to  accent  the 
shade  of  the  hair.  Second,  the  skin 
must  be  kept  fresh  and  youthful. 
And  third,  the  hair  itself  must  be 
kept  In  the  best  possible  condition.  1 

There  arc  a  good  many  colors  that 
may  be  worn  to  advnntago  by  the 
grey-haired  woman.  No  drab  hues, 
of  course,  but  soft  ones  that  are 
nattering.  Of  all  these  shades,  the 
best  are  soft  blues,  rose,  grey,  black, 
white  and  soft  greens.  The  face,  of 
course,  should  be  kept  as  youthful 
as  possible.  The  skin  should  be 
kept  soft  and  clear  by  proper  cleans- 
ing and  lubrication.  And  the  nat- 
ural coloring  of  the  face  should  be 
accentuated  by  the  proper  use  of 
soft,  warm  make-up  tints. 

The  hair  itself  requires  plenty  of 
care  to  be  beautiful.  For  grey  hair 
so  easily  tends  to  become  streaked 
or  to  acquire  a  -yellowish  tinge.  And 
to  be  really  beautiful,  grey  hair 
must  be  a  halo  of  shining  silver  dt 
snowy  whiteness.  When  grey  hair 
has  become  streaked  or  tinged  with 
yellow,  however,  bluing  rinses  are 
excellent  for  correcting  tho  condit- 
ion. It  is  best  first  to  give  the  hair 
a  hot  oil  treatment  and  a  thorough 
shampoo  Then  a  rather  deep 
solution  of  hair  bluing  should  be 
made  and  used  as  the  last  rinse.  If 
the  bluing  rinse  alone  proves  In- 
sufficient to  remove  all  yellow 
streaks,  peroxide  and  salt  should  be 
used  on  the  streaks  first,  and  then 
a  bluing  rinse  administered  as  the 
final  step.

Imported  Beet.  Comonttft' 
of  House  I  rai  us 


Alleging  that  the  Importation,  of 
AabaztsV- grown  beef  Into  British  Co- 
lumbia wma  a  mc*rui  of  depresamg 
the  prices  below  the  figure  profit- 
able to  the  British  Columbia  grower, 
C.  H.  Chataway.  presenting  a  brief 
Ml  behalf  of  the  Ashcroft  Ranchers' 
Association,  asked  the  agriculture, 
committee  of  the  Legislature  here, 
yesterday  morning,  to  recommend 
I  Meat  Tax  Act"  that  would  give 
protection  to  the  British  Columbia 
producers. 

The  proposal  Is  to  place  a  tax  of 
five  cents  a  pound  on  all  beef,  mut- 
ton, pork,  veal,  and  lamb  that  is 
not  raised  In  the  province  to  be 
collected  by  the  butcher  establish- 
ments from  the  individual  pur- 
chasers.

Mr.  Chataway  stated  that,  in  his 
opinion,  the  dumping  of  Alberta 
beef  In  British  Columbia  was  the 
worst  thing  the  producers  here  have 
to  confront.  "We  hear  a  lot  of  talk 
that  the  country  will  not  be  proe- 
perous  until  the  farmers  are  placed 
cm  their  feet,  »nd  this  la  one  of  the 
wavs  la  which  it  can  be  done.  Mr. 
Chataway  declared  In  reply  to  C.  H. 
Tupper.  M  P.P.  for  Slmllkameen. 
who  suggested  that  the  tax  might 
be  treated  by  the  public  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Jones  meal  tax  for 
hospital  purposes.  This  tax,  ha 
stated,  was  most  unpopular  and  was 
finally  discarded  as  not  workable. 

This  tax,  Mr.  Chataway  said, 
would  have  the  effect  of  raising  the 
prtoe  of  beef  to  British  Columbia 
producers  by  about  two  and  a  half 
cents  per  pound  on  the  hoof. 

Mr.  Chataway  also  had  something 
to  say  about  the  dumping  of  pro- 
duce into  Canada  by  other  coun- 
tries. "You  hear  a  lot  of  talk  about 
Japan  and  Russia  dumping  their 
goods  Into  our  country,  but  these 
cattlemen  of  Alberta  are  realljr 
pastmasters  at  the  art.  We  can  se* 
trainloads  going  by  every  day,  and 
approximately  two-thirds  of  the 
beef  consumed  In  the  province 
comes  from  Alberta. 

Hearing  of  the  delegation  of  pro- 
ducers was  the  main  Issue  before 
the  committee,  which  met  to  con- 
sider charges  made  by  members  of 
the  group,  last  week,  that  there  was 
too  great  a  price  spread  between 
the  producers  and  the  consumers, 
gt  Oil  s  iii.hu> 

Dr.  J.  J.  aillls.  M  P  P.  for  Yale, 
quoted  a  list  of  figures  of  the  price 
spread  In  Eastern  Canada  and  in 
the  Western  Provinces.  In  Ontario, 
In  1931,  he  quoted,  the  difference 
was  from  5  01  to  12.28  cents,  while 
the  spread  between  Calgary  pro- 
ducers' prices  and  Vancouver  whole- 
sale was  from  4  09  to  12  46  cents. 

Other  members  of  the  delegation 
who  addressed  the  committee  were 
Charles  Vlck.  of  Chllco  Ranch: 
Frank  Ward,  ot  the  Douglas  Cattle 
Company;  R.  H.  Helmer.  Nicola; 
A.  D.  Paterson,  of  Delta,  and  Pro- 
fessor King,  of  the  livestock  branch 
of  the  University  of  British  Colum- 
bia. 

"I  am  not  saying  anything 
about  the  packers,  but  I  know  we 
are  practically  forced  to  deliver  our 
beef  to  the  plants  at  Calgary  prices, 
and  we  do  not  receive  any  pref- 
erence for  the  difference  in  the 
freight  rates  from  that  point,"  Mr 
Paterson  stated  He  Intimated  that 
he  had  heard  prices  were  fixed  In 
Toronto,  but  he  declined  to  be  def- 
inite. "You  have  a  very  strong 
suspicion,"  suggested  Dougald  Mc- 
pherson.

When  it  does  there  is  often  a  tired 
or  exhausted  feeling,  sleepiness,  con- 
siderable gas  on  the  stomach,  some- 
times a  one-aided  headache,  and 
sometimes  a  Jaundice  or  yellowness 

The  treatment  for  this  condition 
Is  usually  to  do  without  food  for  a 
rlay  or  two.  drink  plenty  of  water, 
and  the  use  of  Epsom  salts 

And  the  cause  of  early  llvtr 
trouble  Is  usually  overeating,  par- 
ticularly fatty  foods,  or  eating  when 
tired  either  mentally  or  physically.

Instead   of   waiting   until  these

them,  and  thus  be 
tendency   to  Jaundice, 
only  gives  the  skin  a  tinge  of 
hut  takes  the  "fight"  out 
individuals.

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In  addition  to  the  well-known 
and  costly  method  Of  taking  more 
strokes  per  hole  than  one's  oppo- 
nent, there  are  several  ways  by 
which  a  player  may  lose  a  hole  In 
a  golf  match.  One  of  these  is  tor1 
be  careless  concerning  the  rule  cov- 
ering dropping  and  placing  a  ball 
which  has  been  lifted  under  the 
rules. 

The  Rules  of  Golf  committee 
meticulously  prescribes  how  a  ball 
should  be  dropped  or  placed,  yet  a 
multitude  of  players  go  merrily  on. 
risking  penalties  by  their  careless 
procedure.  In  friendly  games,  of 
course,  some  rules  are  honored  in 
the  breach  rather  than  by  their 
observance,  yet.  "sloppine.ss"  In 
friendly  play  sometimes  leads  to 
costly  penalties  In  competitive  golf. 

The  committee  has  amended  the 
dropping  and  placing  rule  to  pro- 
vide that  if  It  Is  possible,  becaiue 
of  the  configuration  of  the  ground, 
to  prevent  a  dropped  ball  from 
coming  to  rest  nearer  to  the  hole 
than  the  place  from  which  It  was 
lifted  under  the  rules,  the  ball  shall 
be  placed. 

When  through  the  green  a  ball 
is  lifted  and  dropped  under  the 
rules,  it  must  be  dropped  as  near  as 
possible  to  the  place  where  it  lay 
and  must  come  to  rest  not  nearer 
to  the  hole. 

(In  the  case  of  water  pipes,  casual 
water,  etc.,  "as  near  as  possible"  is

A  ball  lifted  from  the  putting 
green  must  be  replaced  a.s  nearly 
as  possible  to  the  spot  from  which 
It  was  lifted. 

A  ball  lifted  In  a  hazard  must  be 
placed  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
spot  where  it  lay  and  In  a  similar 
lie  and  position. 

The  penalties  for  breach  of  this 
rule  are:  Match  play,  loss  of  hole. 
Medal  play,  two  strokes. 

If  a  ball,  lifted  because  of  casual 
water  through  the  gTeen,  rolls  into 
casual  water  when  dropped  it  may 
be  redropped  without  penalty.  A 
hall  rolling  Into  a  hazard  when 
dropped  may  be  redropped  without 
penalty.  No  penalty  is  incurred  if 
the  ball  touches  the  player  in  the 
act  of  dropping. 

Note  the  provision  with  regard  to 
a  ball  lifted  from  the  putting  green 
It  must  be  replaced  on  the  spot 
from  which  It  was  lifted.  This  does 
not  mean  anywhere  within  six 
Inches  or  a  foot.  The  player  should 
mark  the  location  of  his  ball,  on 
lifting  It,  with  a  coin.  Remember 
the  rules  also  state:  No  mark  shall 
be  placed  anywhere  on  the  putting 
green,  and  that  provision  prevents 
a  player  from  scratching  a  cross  on 
the  grass. 

The  Rules  Committee  leaves  no 
doubt  as  to  the  procedure  in  drop- 
ping a  ball  which  has  been  lifted 
under  the  rules.  It  says:  The  player 
himself  shall  drop  the  ball.  He 
shall  face  the  hole.  *tand  erect  and 
drop  the  ball  behind  him  over  his 
shoulder. 

Again  the  penalties  are:  Match 
play,  Ioas  of  one  hole;  Medal  play, 
two  strokes. 

The  carelesa  player  who.  In 
friendly  rounds,  simply  throws  a 
ball  out  on  the  fairway  to  replace 
one  that  has  been  lost  or  played 
out  of  bounds  will  probably  continue 
to  do  Just  the  same,  but  the  golfer 
who  intends  entering  or  has  entered 
competitive  play  would  do  well  to 
get  rid  of  such  careless  habits.  And 
the  golfer  who.  In  club  sweepstakes 
and  othrr  competitions,  disregards 
any  of  the  rules  of  golf  or  the  local 
rules  of  his  rourse.  is  not  only  fall- 
ing to  play  the  game  with  his  fel- 
low-competitors but  Is  also  leaving 
himself  open  to  disqualification 


Yesterday's  game  produced  some 
fair  soccer.

No  dog  was  safe 
from  attack  because  Wolf's  educa- 
tion taught  him  to  believe  that  at- 
tack constituted  the  best  method  of 

"The  approach  of  another  dog 
would  take  Wolf  out  ol  the  camp 
with  the  speed  of  a  bullet.   I  have 
seen  him  take  on  three  and  four 
wild  Mongol  dogs  at  a  time.  But 
for  the  spiked  collar,  he  would  have 
been  killed.   It  protected  his  throat. 
It  never  occurred  to  the  Mongol

"We  had  a  difficult  time  curing 
him  of  what  developed  Into  a  mania 
for  chasing  and  killing  sheep.

I  tried 
tying  a  dead  sheep  to  his  collar, 
making   him  drag  it  around  for 
hours  at  a  time  as  a  loss  of  'face 
It  was  no  good,  but  It  got  so  serl 
ous  that  he  either  had  to  be  killed 
or  we  had  to  leave  Mongolia.  The 
Mongols   were   furious.     I  finally 
cured  Wolf  by  peppering  him  with 
bird-shot  one  day  Just  as  he  was 
sinking   his  teeth  into  a  sheep's 
throat.    He  was  a  pretty  sick  dog 
for  a  couple  of  weeks,  but  It  cured 
I  him  of  sheep-stealing.   It  also  gave 
him  a  wholesome  respect  for  guns 
"Once  Wolf  got  frisky  and  he 
stampeded  our  camels.    They  were 
scattered  all  over  the  landscape 
and  it  took  the  members  of  the  ex- 
pedition two  days  to  round  up  the 
caravan,   with   Wolf's  enthusiastic 
help. 

"Another  time,  when  a  big  herd 
of  antelope  streamed  over  the 
plateau,  on  the  edge  of  which  we 
were  camped,  Wolf  nearly  went 
frantic.  Antelopes  can  run  sixty 
miles  an  hour  and  they  plagued 
Wolf  by  letting  him  approach 
within  five  or  ten  yards  before  tak- 
ing off  at  a  speed  he  could  never 
approximate.  After  letting  Wolf 
catch  up,  they  would  take  off  again 
That  went  on  all  day.  and  at  night- 
fall Wolf  was  exhausted."

A  reader  has  asked  for  a  discus- 
sion of  the  club-waggle  and  body- 
movement  preparatory  to  beginning 
the  swing;  how  Important  they  are 
and  what  they  are  supposed  to  ac- 
complish.    The    function    of  the 
waggle  and  the  movement  of  the 
body  which  precedes  the  actual  be- 
ginning  of  the 
backswing  is  to 
avoid  or  destroy 
tension    in  the 
position  from 
which  the  swinp 
is   to  make  it! 
Btart.  Smooth- 
ness la  an  essen- 
tial   quality  of 
the  correct  golf 
atroke,  and  since 
a  smooth  start 
cannot  be  made 
if    the  muscles 
are  tense  or  the 
position  strained, 
it  Is  of  the  ut- 
most Importance 
player  should    be  com- 
pletely relaxed  and  comfortable  as 
he  addresses  the  ball.    Provided  the 
waggle  and  the  player's  manner  of 
falling  Into  his  first  position  ac- 
complishes this,  it    matters'  little 
what  form  or  order  the  movement 
takes     Practice    among  first-class 
players  varies  from  one  waggle  of 
the  club  to  Sandy  Herd  s  famou? 
seventeen. 

My  own  preference  is  for  a  man  - 
ner  of  addressing  the  ball  which 
wastes  little  time.  Having  decided 
upon  the  club  to  use  and  the  shot 
to  plav  before  stepping  up  to  the 
ball.  I  can  see  no  reason  for  taking 
any  more  time  In  the  address  than 
Is  necessary  to  measure  one  "a  dis- 
tance from  the  ball  and  to  line  up 
the  shot.  The  more  one  "fiddles" 
around  arranging  the  position  thr 
more  likely  one  is  to  be  beset  by 


doubts,  which  produce  tension  and 
strain. 

CONTINIJOL'8  MOTION 
It  Is  far  easier  to  maintain  a  per- 
fect relaxation  if  one  keeps  con- 
tinuously In  motion,  never  becoming 
still  and  set.    It  sounds  far  fetched 
I  know,  but  I  have  had  a  few  play- 
era  tell  me  that  after  forming  the 
habit  of  taking  great  pains  In  ad- 
dressing the  ball  they  reached  the 
point  where  they  simply  could  not 
,ke  ths  club  back. 
I  like  to  approach  any  shot  from 
behind  the  ball.   I  think  It  is  easier 
to  get  a  picture  of  the  shot  and  to 
line  it  up  properly  from  this  angle 
than  from  any  other.  Ordinarily, 
coming  up  from  behind,  I  stop  a 
little  short  of  what  my  final  posi- 
tion will  be.   From  there  the  club  la 
grounded  behind  the  ball,  and  I  look 
toward  the  objective.  The  club  gives 
me  a  sense  of  my  distance  from  the 
ball,  looking  down  the  fairway  gives 
me  the  line,  while   my  left  foot 
swings  into  position.    One  waggle 
Is  begun  while  the  right  foot  moves 
back  to  Its  place.    When  the  club 
returns  to  the  ground  behind  the 
ball,  there  Is  a  little  forward  twist 
of  the  hips  and  the  backswing  be- 
gins.   I  feel  most  comfortable  and 
play  better  golf  when  the  movement 
is  continuous    Whenever  I  hesitate 
take  a  second  aaggle  I  can
